DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ang 
(6517922). 

Ang relates to a thermoglue binding tape strip (38) for use in finishing a carpet edge. 
The strip comprises a tape (40) and an adhesive (42) disposed on said tape. The 
adhesive covers one surface of the tape. As shown in figure-3, the tape strip is used for 
bonding to the carpet edge for protecting and decorating the edges and borders of the 
carpet. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hamrah 
(4054698). 

Hamrah relates to a carpet binding tape (10) having an adhesive (30) disposed thereon. 
The adhesive covers one surface (18) of the tape and provides for carpet edge 
protection and border decoration.
